JAPANESE EARTHQUAKES 
CAUSE ISLAND TO SINK

TOKIO, Nov. 4.—An earthquake 
which shook all of Northeastern 
Japan at 1:20 o’clock this morning 
caused the disappearance of the 
uninhabited island of Sankan, off 
Port Kamaishi, into the sea. 

It was the most severe. earth- 
quake in years in that section, but 
no loss of life was reported and 
there was no word of any serious 
property damage in advices reach- 
ing here. 


Many telephone and telegraph 
lines were broken and stone fences 
shaken down. Tens of thousands 
of persons, aroused from sleep by 
the shocks, refused to return 
their houses and spent the rest of 
the night in the open. 
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At Miyako Observatory, near the 
point where the shock was the. 
heaviest, the seismograph needle 
was thrown out of gear and the 
amplitude of the quake consequent- 
ly was not measured. 

Experts said the shock had no 
connection with the quakes which 
shook Kiushiu Island, in Southern 
Japan, Monday and yesterday.

Plays Portia to Otis Skinner’s 
Shylock, Demonstrating New

This was the first time the ac- 
tress, who established herself as 4 
favorite in the latter part of the 
nineteenth and the early part of 
the twentieth centuries and is now 
09 years old, appeared on any stage 
since 1918. 

A fashionable audience filled the 


Ohio theater and greeted Miss 
Adams with a prolonged ovation 
the moment she stepped on the 
stage, and called her again and 
again before the curtain before the 
last scene. 

To many in the audience Misa 
Adams was remembered as Babbie 
in “The Little Minister” or Peter 
Pan in the play of the same name, 
parts in which she was famous. To 
others she was only a famous namc.

Adams performance, though the 
part was one much different from 
those in which she is best known. 

An innovation of the perform- 
ance was a new type of stage light- 
ing, developed and introduced by 
Miss Adams herself as a result of 
her research since her retirement. 
Instead of footlights, the actors 
were seen in a field of diffused 
light from projectors high in the 
balcony. At times the lighting 
grew dim and odd tricks in color 
were performed. 

The premier performance which 
inaugurates a tour of the South and 
Middle West and a return to New 
England and New York in the 
spring, drew nation-wide attention. 
Several out-of-town critics attend- 
ed, and a short review of the play 
was broadcast over a national radio 
network by Edmund Vance Cook, 
poet and Shakspearean scholar.

HUSBAND OF SLAIN 
WOMAN FREED BY 
COUNTY SHERIFF 


Walter Maddux Convinces| 
Authorities That He Had 
No Part in Murder of In- 
valid Wife. | 


SHOWS SURPRISE 
WHEN RELEASED 


Clara Fish, Boarder, Who 
Made Four Different Con- 
fessions, Held Without 
Bond as the Slayer. 


Walter Maddux, crippled Web- 
ster Groves laborer, was released at 
Clayton this morning after having 
been held almost 40 hours for 
questioning in the murder of his 
wife, ReVa, whose body was found 
Friday afternoon in a wood on the 
western outskirts of Kirkwood. 


The arrest of Maddux for ques- 
tioning, after ne had previously 
been interrogated and released, re- 
sulted from the accusation of 19- 
year-old Clara Fish, boarder at the 
Maddux home at 911 Pacific ave- 
nue, Webster Groves. 

In the last of four distinct con- 
fessions admitting complicity in the 
death of Mrs. Maddux, Miss Fish, a 
domestic in a Webster Groves 
home, declared that she took Mrs. 
Maddux Thursday to the place 
where her body was found on the 
following day, that she anesthe- 
tized her with ether, and that Mad- 
dux slashed her throat four or five 
hours later with a razor. 

In many hours of questioning. 
however, Maddux told so convinc- 
ing a story that Sheriff Lill an- 
nounced that he believed the man 
innocent of participation in the 
killing and indicated he was in- 
clined to believe Miss Fish told tha 
truth in her third confession when 
she said she killed Mrs. Maddux. 

Surprised at Release. 

Throughout his examination 
Maddux freely admitted intimacies 
with the Ozark farm girl and his 
story of his affair with her corre- 
sponded with her account. He was 
taken over the circumstances of 
the murder several times, however, 
and told his story time after time, 
to various questioners, without de- 
viation from previous accounts. 

The most damaging circumstance 
against him was the statement of 
Patrolman Fred Smith of Webster 
Groves, that Maddux appeared to 
know how his wife was killed be- 
fore he had been officially notified 
that her body had been found. He 
quoted the laborer as asking “Is 
she cut bad?” This Maddux de- 
nied. County authorities said they 
were inclined to believe the police- 
man was mistaken. 

Maddux had not been informed 
of his impending release when he 
was taken from his cell this morn- 
ing and he appeared dazed when 
Sheriff Lill turned over his over- 
coat and pocket property, shook 
his hands and told him he was free 
to go where he pleased. 

On the way home, in a report- 
er’s automobile, Maddux was com- 
posed, but when he was greeted by 
his sister, Mrs. Sadie Murphy, at 
her home a block from the Mad- 
dux home, he burst into tears. 
Mrs. Murphy had arranged -vith 
Maddux’s employers in the Tret- 
O-Lite Co. in the same block with 
the Maddux home, to help furnish 
bond for him. When Maddux told 
her it was not necessary, that he 
had been released, they wept again. 

His first desire was to see his 
two children, Thomas, 5 years old, 
and Wilma May, 17 months, who 
have been cared for since his ar- 
rest by Mrs. Mary Simms, 65-year- 
old housekeeper hired by Maddux 
two years ago when his wife be- 
came too ill for household work. 

Several weeks before her death 
Mrs. Maddux was informed she 
had tuberculosis, and threatened 
suicide, but Maddux said she 
promised she would not take such 
a step. 

Girl Held Without Bond. 

“She was a woman of her word,” 
he repeated today, “and I know 
she wouldn’t have done that. 
That’s why I don’t believe the 
statement of that woman that she 
killed my wife after Reba had 
tried first to kill herself. I'll never 
believe. that.”’ 

Clara Fish, as has been told, is 
held without bond in Clayton jail 
on a warrant charging first degree 
murder. Meanwhile, investigators 
are gathering various circum- 
stances supporting the truth of her 
confession of the murder — the 
third in a series of four—for pres- 
entaticn at the preliminary hear- 
ing before Justice of the Peace 
Rabenau at Valley Park, on Nov. 
13. Yesterday it was established 
that before the girl bought a sec- 
ond-hand razor in a Gore avenue 
barber shop in Webster Groves a 
week before the murder, she had 
tried to purchase one in a drug 
store in the same block.

106 of the 3349 districts still to be 
tabulated the vote stood: Moore, 
706,311; Baird, 470,096. 

The Governor-elect interpreted 
his victory today as a protest 
against the administration of Pres- 
ident Hoover. 

Moore’s election was the out- 
come of a campaign waged on na- 
tional as well as state issues. 
Moore sought election “as a re- 
buke to the Republican national 
administration for lack of leader- 


shi omic. distress.”

of confidence in the policies of 
President Hoover. In conceding 
his defeat early today he said the 
outcome was a “vote of protest 
against both the present adminis- 
tration and the existing times.” He 
said the Republicans were not re- 
sponsible for the present unhappy 
times. 

In his landslide, Moore carried a 
Democratic majority into the State 
Assembly for the first time since 
President Wilson was Governor of 
New Jersey. 

Moore succeeds Gov. Larson, 4 
Republicaa. Larson and Walter E. 
Edge, now Ambassador to France, 
have been the only Republican 
Governors elected in New Jersey in 
the last 24 years. 

In 1928 the vote for Governor 
was: Larson (Rep.), $24,005; Dill 
(Dem.), 671,728. 

Since the election of Woodrow 
Wilson Governor of New Jersey, 
the Democrats have held the of- 
fice four times and the Repub- 
licans twice, as follows: James F. 
Fielder (D.); Walter E. Edge (R); 
Edward I. Edwards (D); George 
S. Silzer (D); A. Harry Moore 
(D): Morgan F. Larson (R), in- 
cumbent. 

New Jersey's Fifth Congressional 
District, where a nationally’ signifi- 
cant contest is expected because of 
the recent death of Representative 
Ernest R. Ackerman, turned a po- 
litical somersault at yesterday's 
election.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Pros- 
pects of Democratic control of the 
oh. Bepregentatives, which 


would mean the election of John 
Garner of Texas as Speaker to 
succeed the tate Nicholas Long- 
worth, were greatly increased yes- 
terday by the spectacular over- 
turn in the Eighth Michigan Dis- 
trict, for 32 years an impregnable 
Republican stronghold. 

In that sector of the day’s po- 
litical battling, which included 
contests of various kinds in nu- 
merous states, Michael J.- Hart, 
wet Democrat, was elected by a4 
majority of 5000 over Foss O. El- 
dred, dry Republican. The elec- 
tion in the Eighth Michigan Dis- 
trict was to fill a vacancy caused 
by the death of the Republican 
incumbent, who had succeeded the 
late Joseph E. Fordney of Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff bill fame. 

Altogether, there were five «on- 
gressional by-elections, of which 
the Democrats won three and the 
Republicans two, Democrats suc- 
ceed Democrats in the Seventh 
New York and Twentieth Ohio 
districts, and Republicans succeed 
Republicans in the First Ohio and 
Second Pennsylvania districts. 
Michigan furnished the only con- 
gressional upset. 

Some of the Democratic party 
leaders had cherished high hopes 
of victory in the First Ohio Dis- 
trict, where John B. Hollister, Re- 
publican, and State Senator David 
Lorbach, Democrat, contested for 
the seat of the late Speaker Long- 
worth. Hollister, however, came 
through with a majority of about 
18,000, where Longworth had 
scraped by with a lead of only 
about 3000 in the 1930 election.

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Jewish Relief Subscriptions 
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Budget Demands 


Amount Raised, $405,000, Also More Than 
That Available for Agencies in Current 
Year—6100 Donors Enrolled. 


The campaign of the Jewish Fed- 
eration for a $500,000 charity fund, 
ended yesterday when pledges of 
$405,000 were reported, was suc- 
cessful both in the total raised and 
in the number of individual gifts, 
Julius Glaser, president of the fed- 
eration, said today. 

The federation, he said, will be 
able to appropriate to the relief 
agencies it supports $65,000 more 
than in 1931. Budgets of the 15 
agencies, announced before the 
campaign began, Oct. 26, totaled 
only $400,000. It had been planned 
to apply $50,000 to a previous defi- 
cit and hold an equal sum in re- 
serve for emergencies. 

The federation enrolled more 
than 6100 members during the 
campaign, with minimum dues of 
$5. Last year the membership was 
3100, and in 1928, the previous rec- 
ord year, there were 5200. 

Backs Other Campaigns. 

Thanking the werxkers for their

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HOOVER TOLD OF PLAN 
TO GURB BEAR RAIDS 


Chicago Board of Trade Dele- 
gates Explain Their Sys- 
tem to Him. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — The 


perfecting of machinery capable of 


combating bear raids in the grain 
markets was reported to President 
Hoover today by delegates from the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 

President Hoover in July charged 
that bear raids of grain speculators 
were depressing prices and causing 
farmers to lose profits they would 
have gained otherwise. 

Silas Strawn, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, who accompanied the 
group today, said the President ap- 
peared satisfied with the steps 
taken by the Business Conduct 
Committee of the Chicago Board to 
halt bear raids. 

“The President asked us to come 
down and talk over this matter 
with him,” Strawn said. “ We have 
no quarrel with the President about 
it. Mr. Hoover did not criticise 
short selling. That is necessary 
sometimes. What he did criticise 
was bear raiding and we assured 
him we had a machine that would 


turn over to combat this when 
necessary.” 
Strawn explained the Business 


Conduct Committee kept in touch 
with Government agencies and 
upon information of “irrational 
activities” either in long or short 


selling would take steps to end 
them. Among those who talked 
with the President in addition to 
Strawn were Fred Uhlmann, Siebel 
Harris and P, B. Carey of Chicago: 
Edward J. Grimes of Minneapolis. 
and George Davis of Kansas City. 

Strawn said as a result of the 
recent upward trend in wheat 
prices, “everybody in the market is 
optimistic about future grain prices 
and is glad to see the farmer bene- 
fiting.”’ 

Davis, who is vice chairman of 
the Grain Committee on National 
Affairs, designed to disseminate in- 
formation about proper activities in 
the market, said business conduct 
committees similar to that in Chi- 
cago were operating effectively in 
both Kansas City and Minneapolis.

50,000 men are now directly and 
indirectly employed op the public 
building program and that the 
mumber will be doubled by Jan, 1. 

In a formal statement, the Presi- 
dent said 817 projects had so far 
been specifically authorized and 
that 222 firms of architects were 
engaged in drawing plans and in 
supervision of work. 


Tracing the progress of the pro- 
gram, Mr. Hoover said that 131 
buildings had been completed at a 
cost of $41,934,569, and 16 had 
been completed in September and 
October. 

On Nov. 1, the President said 
there were 270 buildings under 
construction at an estimated cost 
of $229,772,700. During September 
and October 41 contracts were let 
with a total in excess of $48,- 
000,000. 

There were 64 projects in which 
sites had been arranged, drawings 
completed for which construction 
contracts had been invited, at a 
total estima‘ed cost of $19,970,500, 
Mr. Hoover said. 

“There are 240 projects in which 
sites have been selected and on 
which plans are now under way of 
a total estimated cost of $141,947,- 
923,” he said. ‘‘At the first of this 
month there were 100 projectsyin 
which the sites have been detér- 
mined upon and are in process of 
being acquired.

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NAVY BLIMP DAMAGED 
IN CHANGE OF WIND 


Largest Non-Dirigible in World 
Torn When Dashed Against 
Hangar Door. J 


wafE MAY, N. ¢., Nov. 4 — 
yne Navy blimp K-1, largest non- 
rigid dirigible in the world, was 
damaged here last night as a 
ground crew tried to maneuver. it 
into its hangar at the naval air 
station. The ship cost $260,000. 

Sixty sailors, comprising the 
landing crew, had just worked the 
craft's nose into the hangar when 
a sudden crosscurrent of air bduf- 
feted the ship against the door of 
the hangar and tore a large rent 
in the gas bag. Thousands of 
cubic feet of helium escaped, and 
the contro] car was damaged. 

The blimp's crew of five, com- 
manded by Lieut. F. S. Bailey, had 
left the gondola before the berth- 


ing began. 

The K-1, with a capacity of 32,- 
000 cubic feet of helium, had been 
20 hours in the air, officials said. 
It had just returned from a flight 
to Lakehurst. Darkness had fallen 
when the berthing was started but 
conditions for the operation had 
been deemed favorable. 

The blimp was built at Akron, O.,. 
and assembled at Lakehurst. The 
gondola on which its two motors 
were mounted was constructed with 
great secrecy at the naval aircraft 
factory in the Philadelphia Navy 


yard. | 

The K-1 was delivered to the | 
Navy a little more than a month 
ago and although its home port 
is Lakehurst, it was transferred 
with the rest of the Navy’s blimps 
to Cape May until the blimp hang- 
ar at Lakehurst is completed.

Special Gifts Committee Re-

Contributions to the emergency 
charity fund of Archbishop Glennon 
reported to headquarters at noon 
today totaled $163,002.

been set.

EVIDENCE OF MAYAN 
CULTURE IN 600 B.C. 


Carnegie Scientists Convinced 


Race Was First to Inhabit 
Central America. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — Evie 


dence that the Mayas, remains of 
whose cities now are buried in Cen- 
tral American jungles, were the 
first people ever to live in that re- 
gion has been discovered by the 


Carnegie Institution of Washington. 

Oliver Ricketson Jr., archeologist 
of the institution, reported his ex- 
pedition had dug down to bed rock 
on the site of Uaxactun, an ancient 
Maya city in Guatemala, and had 
found Maya relics at the deepest 
levels. This indicates, he said, that 
that part of the world must have 
been uninhabited before the Mayas 
arrived about 600 years before 


Christ. They probably came from |. 


the North, after crossing from Asia 
by way of Bering Strait. 

The Mayas built giant pyramids 
and other structures and developed 
a civilization comparable to that or 
ancient Egypt. 

Digging below the floor of the 
plaza of Uaxactun, the scientists 
found a series of sik pavements. 
Below the lowest was a refuse heap 
of some ancient Maya household. 
In it were crude bone implements 
such as needles, made with shell 
tools, large red pottery, small pol- 
Ashed black clay pots, and small 
clay human figures. «These ar- 
ticles, Rickefson said, were made 
by the Mayas, 

Uaxactun is the sité of one of 
the many ruined Mayan cities scat- 
tered through the jungles of Guate- 
mala and Yucatan. 

Pyramids and other large build- 
ings were erected around a central 
square or plaza on a hill top. 
Houses of the common people, each 
with a plot of ground for growing 
crops, surrounded the civic center. 
The Mayas developed their own 
calendar and left dates carved on 
buildings which scientists can read. 
The earliest recorded date known 
in America is carved on a ruin at 
Uaxactun—68 A. D. The latest 
date found there is 639 A. D., said 


j Ricketson. 


The excavations down to bed 
rock indicate, he explained, that the 
site was occupied at least 500 years 
before 68 A. D., so that the Mayas 
certainly lived at Uaxactun for more 
than 1000 years.

Special Aid for Mothers. 


The social insurance benefits are 
strictly limited to workers, and 
since the labor shortage the uneme- 
ployment payments have been 
withdrawn. As in capitalistic 
countries the workers, the indus- 
tries and the Government contrib- 
ute to the insurance fund. 

Women workers are accorded 
special privileges. The _ clerical 
worker is relieved from work six 
weeks before until six weeks after 
childbirth and receives full pay. 
The manual worker is relieved for 
eight weeks before and after the 
birth. The mother receives free 
medical attention and sufficient 
cash for a layette. For nine 
months after the birth of the child 
the working mother’ receives an 
additional 25 per cent in salary. 
Now that most of the industrial 
workers are paid by the piece sys-

tem, the working mother’s average 
compensation for the _ previous 
three months is used in calculating 
the childbirth payments. 

All workers are entitled to free 
hospitalization and medical treat- 


ment, but there is still a woeful 
lack of doctors, hospitals and med- 
ical supplies. 

Before the war Russia had only 
14.000 doctors or about 1 to every 
10,000. The United States had 1 
doctor for every 800 inhabitants 
and England 1 to every 1400. Now 
Russia has over 92,000 doctors, in- 
cluding 10,000 dentists. Czarist 
Russia had one hospital bed for 
every 1180 inhabitants; Soviet Rus- 
sia has one such bed for every 500 
inhabitants. 


Many Nurseries. 

Before the war there were very 
few day nurseries. Last year the 
Union had 107,405 beds in perma- 
nent day nurseries and 750,000 beds 
in summer day nurseries. The plan 
for this year calls for 194,000 per- 
manent beds and 1,400,000 summer 
beds. In addition to the hospitals, 
day nurseries and clinic, the Rus-

der soviet rule, it had been reduced 
to 174 per 1000, and in the Ukrai- 
nian cities it was again greatly re- 
duced by 1928. The rate in Kiev 
in 1928 was 109, and in Kharkov, 
79. 

Capitalistic countries with the 
strongest left tendencies usually 
have the lowest infant mortality 
rate. New Zealand’s rate is 43 
per 1000; Norway’s 52; Australia’s 
58; Sweden’s 60; Holland’s 64: 
Switzerland’s 65, and the United 
States 72. The French rate is 95 
and that of Chile, 265, almost 
equal that of Czarist Russia. For 
comparison with the 1928 figures 
for Kiev and Kharkov the rates of 
several American cities for the 
same year are enlightening. The 
New York rate was 59 and that of 
St. Louis, 66. Seattle and Port- 
land had the lowest of all large 
American cities with only 43 in- 
fant deaths per 1000. Denver had 
the highest rate, 91, followed by 
Cincinnati with 8&6. 


Crowded Apartment Houses. 


The Government expects much 
of the lesser sotial work to be 
centered in the large apartment 
houses now being built. The pres- 
ent housing situation is absolutely 
appalling and it will be decades be- 
fore the workers in Russia will 
have even adequate quarters. 
Shortly after the revolution the 
Government announced that’ the 
sanitary minimum of housing space 
for one person was 86 square feet, 
This was later reduced to 43 square 
feet, roughly a space of six by sev- 
en feet, about the size of an Amer- 
ican closet. This explains much 
about the mortality rate, both of 
infants and adults. 

The new apartments for a fam- 
ily with two children is usually two 
rooms and a kitchen. These are a 
great improvement over old condi- 
tions but far from equaling cap- 
italistic accommodations, The 
apartment house of the secret po- 
lice, the Gay-Pay-Oo, is the best in 
Moscow and represents the Commu- 
nist ideal. On one floor is a large 
dining room; on another is an audi- 
torium, a library, several clubrooms 
and a gymnasium. The roof can be 
used for a garden. For every apart- 
ment in the Gay-Pay-Oo buildings 
there are hundreds of single rooms 
which shelter one or more families. 
The Government cannot build 
houses fast enough.

Knowledge has multiplied and our 
lives are enriched with its appli-

The measure of pass- 
ing adversity which has come upon 
us should deepen the spiritual life 
of the people, quicken their sympa- 
thies and spirit of sacrifice for 
others, and strengthen their cour- 
age.

Whatever its immediate value, it will be of utmost 
importance to the country if a practicable formula 
for synthetic rubber has actually been developed.

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THE SELECTIVE SALES TAX. 

The general sales tax proposal, released as a trial 
balloon several weeks ago, has been pretty thorough- 
ly punctured by public criticism. Now the administra- 
tion offers another plan—a selective sales tax. This 
would impose no levy on food, rents, fuel, clothing 
and such necessaries of life, as proposed in the sales 
tax suggestion, which was widely assailed for that 
reason. Instead, the selective tax, it is announced, 
would be laid upon “luxuries and semi-luxuries.” The 
items named as being considered logical sources for 
additional revenue are automobiles, radios, matches 
and perhaps cigarettes. Mention of these articles 
belies the stated purpose of the tax, if we are to be 
guided by so sound a definition of luxuries as that 
of the politica! economist, Richard T. Ely, who held 
them to be “things which minister to such undesira- 
ble wants as love of display, vanity or selfish desire.” 

Matches are assuredly a necessity, for they are used 
by almost every family in the land. Cigarettes already 
are heavily taxed; they contributed $359,881,000 to the 
Federal Treasury last year. Automobiles are in- 
cluded because they are said to use highways built at 
pablic expense without proportional payment of 
taxes. On the contrary, automobiles are among the 
most heavily taxed of properties. In St. Louis, for 
instance, they are subject to State and city license 
fees, State and city gasoline taxes and property tax. 
|All these may total more annually than the value of 
the car. The radio, strictly speaking, may not be 
a necessity, but its wide use among the mass of the 
people and its importance as an amusement factor 
have given it high usefulness.

ae 
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which Tammany’s treachery sent him in 
1916, to attain in seven months a position 
without parallel in the history of American 
politics. As referee of the appellate divi- 
sion inquiry inte the Magistrates’ courts, 
his exposures shocked an indifferent New 
York public as it never has been shocked 
before. He then was appointed by Gov. 
Roosevelt to investigate charges of misfea- 
Sance against District Attorney Thomas C. 
T. Crain. Before that was completed, the 
Legislature passed a resolution for a city- 
wide investigation on the promise of legis- 
lative leaders that Judge Seabury would be 
named counsel to the committee. He thus 
became clothed with the power of the ju- 
dicial, the executive and the legislative 
branches of the State Government.

OVER ROUTE OF

ber by Griffin Watkins of Alton, 
Tll., owner of property along the 
route of the proposed highway, in 
behalf of himself and 71 other af- 
fected property. owners. 

In addition to challenging the 
jurisdiction of the Federal Court 
to hear the case, which the depart- 
ment contends should be brought 
in the State courts, the answer 
questions the right of Watkins to 
institute the suit in Federal Court. 

Title to Property Questioned. 

It states that the 42 acres near 
Clayton road described in the suit 
as Watkins’ property, was held in 


the name of his brother, Horton 
Watkins, until last June 27, when, 
the answer states, a deed was 


executed by Horton Watkins trans- 
ferring title to the tract to Grif- 
fin Watkins for a consideration of 
$26,000. This was 18 days after 
the Highway Commission had ap- 
proved the ‘Clayton Conway route 
for the highway, the answer states. 

The answer charges the transfer 
of title to the tract was not in 
good faith to transfer actnal title 
and “was mage solely for the pur- 
pose of attempteing to confer juris- 
diction of this cause upon _ this 
(Federal) Court.’’ 

Among other contentions raised 
in the answer are the following: 

That the final detailed route had 
not been worked out, although the 
general route has been approved 
and it had not been determined 
whether the detailed route would 
cross Griffin's tract. 

That the amount that would be 
in controversy as to Watkins, if the 
highway crosses the tract, would! 
be less than $3900 the minimum 
amount required to gain consider- 


mission in selecting the Clayton- 
Conway route was an exercise of 
the lawful discretion of the execu- 
tive branch of the State Govern- 
ment, which could not be ques- 
tioned or controlled by the Feder- 
al Court. 

The answer asserts the Highway 
Commission considered all of the 
routes suggested for the super 
highway, and determined the 
Clayton Conway route was “su- 
perior in all respects” to the other 
locations. 


Engineers Favored Route. 


The Clayton-Conway route was 
recommended by engineers of the 
Highway Department and  fthe 
Highway Commission adopted their 
recommendation. The route was 
opposed by the St. Louis County 
Court, the St. Louis County Plan 
Commission, the St. Louis City Plan 
Commission and numerous property 
owners in a highly developed coun- 
try home section of St. Louis Coun- 
ty who would be adversely affected 
by routing the highway through or 
near their property.

Moscow Paper Says Japanese “In- 
vented Fable” About Russia. 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 4.—The newspa- 
per Izvestia charges that Japanese 
militarists “invented the fable” of 
possible Soviet interference in 
Manchuria in order to cover plans 
for an extension of their own occu- 
pation northward “at least until 
Nov. 16” when the League of Na- 
tions Council meets again. 

The militarists noped, the news- 
paper says, “to weaken the re- 
sistance of other imperiatistic 
powers by the prospect of a con- 
flict with the Soviet Union, a con- 
flict much desired in. imperialist 
circles in Europe.” ’ 

Declaring Japan’s first explana- 
tion was that its occupation in 
Manchuria was made necessary by 
the threat of danger from Chang 
Sueh-liang’s soldiers “who became 
bandits,”” Izvestia says. 

“Such an argument proved quite 
insufficient, even in the eves of 
the League of Nations, and a new 
one was needed.

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TELLS OF DRIFTING

UPEN BOAT AT SEA 


One of Two Men Picked Up 
in Atlantic by Coast 
Guard Describes Experi- 
ence—Both Seriously Ill.

STAPLETON, N. Y., Nov. 4. — 
Seriously ill after nine days of 
thirst and huzger in a drifting 
open motorboat, two men who 
were rescued 60 miles at sea ar- 
rived here last night on a coast 
guard cutter and were taken to a 
hospital. 

Their bodies and limbs swollen 


from exposure, physicians feared 
the two men were in danger of 
contracting “damp-gangrene,” or 
pneumonia. 

They are David Warshauer, 31 
years old, and Irving Puchyner, 29, 
brothers-in-law of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Warshauer spoke with difficulty, 
but managed to give some details 
of their long fight with tide and 
winds. Puchyner was §uncon- 
scious. 

Propped up in his bed in Staten 
Island Hospital, 
physicians rubbed his 
Warshauer said that he and his 
brother-in-law had been swept out 
to sea from Sheepshead Bay Oct.

AGREEMENT MADE FOR CANAL 
IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


Water Users and Department of 
Inetrior Come to Terms; Elec- 
tion to Be Held. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Agree- 
ment has been reached between the 
Interior Department and water 
users along the proposed all-Amer- 
ican Canal in Southern California. 
Secretary of the Interior Wilbur 
will approve it later in the day for 
the department. 

The agreement will then go back 
to the water users associations and 
an election will be held to deter- 
mine whether it is acceptable to 
them. If it is found so the agree- 
ment will return to the Interior 
Department which then will rec- 
ommend to Congress that the ca- 
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nal be dug. | 

The main canal will be 80 miles) 
long and start from the Colorado 
River about 15 miles above Yuma, 
Ariz. The Coachella Valley branch, 
which will run northward from 
the main canal, will be 130 miles 
long. 

Under present estimates the ca- 
nal will cost approximately $34,- 
000,000 and the agreement reached 
calls for the repayment of that 
amount by the water users over a 
period of 40 years. There will be 
no interest charges. The canal will 
serve approximately 1,000,000 
acres. About 450,000 acres of this 
total already are under irrigation 
through the Imperial Valley water 
system.

McKinley, at 2156 Russell boule- 
vard, has been an _ intermediate 
school, giving only ninth grade and 
a little eighth grade work, since 
January, 1925. Previously it was 
a four-year high schooi. it will 
become the sixth white nigh school, 
the others being Central, Beau- 


velt. There are two Negro high 
schools, Sumner and Vashon. 
About 600 ninth grade pupils will 
be transferred to Roosevelt when 
the change is made at McKinley. 
At present Roosevelt has only 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth grade 
high school students. McKinley 
will retain about 6500 ninth grade 
pupils from its own district, and 
‘by September is expected to have 
a total enrollment of about 1400.

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Sometimes he made the tests 
himself but usually he stated what 
he wanted on a sheet of yellow 
paper in his own handwriting and 
sent it on to an assistant. The 
assistants recorded in notebooks 
the results of each of their tests 
and these books were turned in to 
Mr. Edison each evening. The 
notes meant ‘more to Mr. Edison 
than to anyone else, for he knew 
exactly what he was after and the 
assistant did not always know. 

If the experiments did not turn 
out as he expected, he wrote fur- 
ther notes and suggestions; if the 
experiments showed that they were 
not worth continuing, then Mr. Edi- 
son took another line. He was al- 
ways in control. I have many of 
the notebooks and penciled note 
sheets and some day these will make 
a whole study in themselves, for 
they survey a great section of hu- 
man knowledge and ought to be 
compiled for the use of future gen- 
erations. For the present they are 
being placed where they can be 
used again by young men. 

Mr. Edison almost never gave 
verbal instructions because he 
found it easier and quicker to write 
or to draw than to talk and he 
wrote by hand instead of dictating 
because he could write with the 
utmost plainness and in faster time 
than he could dictate. If there 
was anything to be made or an ex- 
periment was to be conducted ina 
certain way, he drew a diagram in 
such clear, quick fashion that no 
further explanation was necessary. 
The speed with which Mr. Edison 
did all this was remarkable. He 
sketched the model of his first 
phonograph in less than five min- 


utes. 
T tormaiity of any’ kind,

But here 
he was equally at home with ap- 
paratus running into thousands of 
tons. In the concentrating plant 
that he established, he developed 
s0 thoroughly the refining of the 
crushed ore that after passing 480 
magnets the concentrates came out 
containing 91 to $3 per cent of 
iron oxide. And to handle this ma- 
terial he designed and had built 
& more complete conveyor system 
than anyone had ever designed un- 
til then, 

He got out ores at a low price 
and conquered the formidable op- 
position of the iron trade. But 
then, as I have mentioned, the 
Missabe Range deposits were dis- 
covered and with them he could 
not compete. His methods are stil] 
of high reserve utility. 

In cement Edison again tackled 
quantity production. He held that 
cement was the most durable of 
all building materials. He has 
often said: 

“Wood will rot, stone will chip 
and crumble, brick disintegrate, 
but a cement-and-iron structure is 
apparently indestructible. Look at 
some of the old Roman baths. They 
are as solid as when they were 
built.” 

He saw cement as the coming 
material and decided to go into its 
making, since the magnetic-ore 
project had given him a fund of 
experience in the crushing and 
handling of bulk materials. As 
usual, he read up everything of 
an authoritative nature on the sub- 
ject and sent out for information 
everywhere. This happened, it 
may be interesting to note, while 
he was engaged on his new stor- 
age battery.
